DEATH COMES TO ENRICO CARUSO 
We ape told that whenever death comes, that 
it is terrible. 
The final separation of soul and 
body ,the black draped casket, the solemn trend 
of the pail bearers and the narrow grave, all these 
things have ever and will always produce a de­ 
pressing effect upon the human mind. Perhaps 
more people are sad now, because Caruso, the 
great singer is dead, than if any dther one of the 
five or six outstanding world characters has just 
passed beyond. Caruso’s message came by way 
of the highest medium known to mankind—the 
human voice with its thoughts set to music. Not 
those alone who understood music, and could ap­ 
preciate its fine points, so to speak, are sad be­ 
cause Caruso’s voice is still, but every person who 
appreciated beauty and harmony, everjr person 
with a responsive heart, and « quick putee, will 
mourn the sweet singer’s death. Because of the 
great sound reproducing instruments of our day 
of enlightenment, there are very few grown up 
persons, who has not heard the transmitted voice 
of Caruso, and been made better for it. 
Those 
who have seen him in the flesh and heard his 
natural voice in the great opera houses of the 
world, may say to themselves that never again in 
this life will they hear the like of Caruso. It is 
of importance, to note that in the last few days 
before his death, Caruso thinking that he was re­ 
covering health, as well as his precious voice, gave 
thanks in a religious way for his progress toward 
permanent recovery, as. he and his friends all 
believed. 
It is said that his wife who was an 
American woman, was sure, since he had

against disease in America, that in. his native 
Itkly, he would again be successful.’ The disap­ 
pointment she feefa is shared by literally millions 
of people. If as is said the quality of one’s voice 
is one of the surest indexes of the kind of char­ 
acter behind it, Enrico Caruso was one of ^he 
very best and most lovable men.
